.  the  Astoria  Regatta 


Nearly  a  half  century  ago,  when  barks,  schoon¬ 
ers  and  the  great  romantic  clipper  ships  of  sail 
studded  Astoria’s  historic  port,  E.  J.  Smith,  city  editor  of  the 
Morning  Astorian,  conceived  of  a  water  carnival — the  Astoria 
Regatta,  in  1894. 


Born  in  an  era  of  canvas,  before  winged  gillnet  boats,  sloops, 
yawls  and  ketches  gave  way  to  the  gasoline  and  diesel  engines, 
the  first  Regatta  was  a  gorgeous  assemblage  of  sailing  craft. 

For  three  days — August  17,  18  and  19 — residents  of  Astoria, 
in  plumed  skirts  and  derbies,  jockeyed  their  hacks  over  streets 
of  the  trestled  city  to  the  waterfront,  where  the  professional  and 
amateur  skippers  guided  their  business-like  ships  in  water  com¬ 
petition.  The  sturdy,  grim  U.  S.  S.  Monitor,  a  symbol  of  the  dawn¬ 
ing  age  of  steam,  rode  in  the  harbor,  later  to  become  immortal 
among  Uncle  Sam’s  naval  heroes  as  an  aquatic  gladiator  in 
Manila  bay. 


The  Regatta  caught  an  imaginative,  venturesome  impulse 
among  Astorians  and  has  grown  a  part  of  the  community’s 
recreational  interest.  Today,  modernized  and  streamlined  by 
mechanical  progress,  it  is  fundamentally  the  same  show  of  44 
years  ago — one  of  men  and  ships. 

Mrs.  William  G.  Gosslin  was  elected  the  events  first  queen  in 
1897,  when  the  Regatta  was  managed  by  a  special  committee, 
whose  modern  counterpart  is  the  Regatta  commission.  Serving 
on  the  group  then  was  William  G.  Gosslin,  W.  L.  Robb  and 
Brenham  Van  Dusen. 


The  event  grew  in  the  dying  years  of  the  19th  century,  as 
sportsmen,  increasing  in  numbers  as  a  great  nation  awakened  to 
possibilities  in  play,  converged  on  the  seaport  town  to  compete 
m  sailing  races,  rowing  events,  swimming  and  diving  competition 
and  a  multitude  of  land  sports. 

During  that  time,  such  names  as  Mrs.  S.  Normile,  queen  in 
98,  Walter  Robb  and  Colonel  E.  C.  Hughes,  with  G.  C.  Fulton  and 
L.  C.  Henderson  were  read  into  the  scroll  of  Regatta  directors. 

Fuget  Sound,  Portland,  British  Columbia  cities  sent  entries 
and  prominent  out-city  persons  were  invited  to  attend  in  official 
capacities.  Early  admirals  selected  were  A.  N.  Smith,  I.  N.  Day 
H.  C.  Campbell,  Charles  V.  Brown,  F.  D.  Kuettner  A  M  Wilson 
Phil  Metschan  and  George  Shepherd. 

As  marine  technique  veered  away  from  sail  and  toward  power 
types  of  boats  increased.  In  one  year,  the  U  ,S.  S.  Marblehead  and 
Concord  joined  an  illuminated  parade.  Famed  river  steamers  that 
plied  Oregon  s  gigantic  inland  waterway,  were  there-  the  T  J 
Potter,  Lurline,  Bailey  Gatzert  and  Charles  R.  Spencer. 

In  1905  an  agriculture  exhibit  was  added  to  the  show.  The 
queen  was  garbed  as  Sacajawea.  In  1911,  as  a  celebration  of 
Astoria  s  founding  100  years  before,  $3000  in  prizes  were  offered 
event  winners. 

In  1916  the  World  War  transformed  Astoria  into  a  mill  for 
grinding  out  implements  of  war  and  thoughts  of  the  people  turned 
from  frolic  to  fear  as  men  died  in  Europe. 

The  Astoria  Yacht  club  stirred  the  Regatta’s  revival  in  1931 
and  took  the  lead  in  re-establishing  it  a  year  later. 

Today  its  competitive  events  are  widely  broadcast  as  stiff 
tests  f oi  yachtsmen  of  the  Northwest.  It  is  a  field  day  for  fisher- 
^nn„+?ger  t0  ,d,emonstrate  superiority  of  their  craft.  In  1937  a 
gillnetter  won  the  gillnet  boat  race  with  a  speed  akin  to  those  of 
the  buzzing  outboard  hydroplanes.

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This  year  the  Regatta  Salmon  Derby  will  be  four 
days  duration,  lasting  from  September  1st  to  and 
including  September  4th. 

T  he  sport  of  salmon  trolling  on  the  broad  Colum¬ 
bia  has  grown  tremendously  since  its  inauguration 
but  a  few  years  ago  and  is  today  recognized  as  the 
last  word  in  piscatorial  thrills. 

A  cash  prize  will  be  awarded  each  day  of  the 
Derby  to  the  lucky  sportsman  catching  the  heaviest 
salmon,  and  a  beautiful  silver  trophy  will  be  granted 
the  person  catching  the  heaviest  salmon  during  the 
period  of  the  Derby. 

Commercial  fishing  boats  are  available  for  hire 
during  the  Derby  period  as  the  commercial  season 
is  closed  at  that  time;  and  visitors  will  find  the 
owners  of  such  craft  very  courteous  and  anxious  to 
do  their  utmost  in  making  their  fishing  excursions 
ones  never  to  be  forgotten. 

The  entry  lists  are  open  to  anyone  upon  payment 
of  the  entry  fee  of  one  dollar  per  day;  and  due  to 
the  methods  used  in  fishing  and  the  quantity  of  fisli 
in  the  river,  anyone  from  a  boy  or  girl  to  man  or 
woman  has  an  equal  chance  of  landing  a  prize  win¬ 
ning  Chinook.
